For England retains your Nor- 
man (Channel) Islands and our Gibral- 
tm, the Malta of the Italians and ths 
Cypius of the Greeks, while Austria re- 
tains Trent und Trieste. Gfiuiany on 
her side continues to hold iletz and 
Strasburg. When the idea of the GrsBuo- 
Latin unity has been put into practical 
shape and when the entente baa been 
established, those of us who uro eligible 
to the Union must range ourselves un- 
der the banner of a greal, Gnuoco-Latin 
alliance—a banner of peace for all Eu- 
rope and for all Amtricu, a banner of re- 
conciliation among all men. This move- 
ment will put an end to tbe spirit of con- 
quest among the nations and will bs the 
germ of universal confederation, 
Im- 


mediately afterward, us a consequence 
of this great political alliance, let us 
undertake to enter into a great economic 
alliance. The German Zollverein pre- 
ceded the German Union. Let, then, 
the Mediterranean Union precede the 
Graoco-Liitin Union. The free exchange 
of our ideas may be completed by the 
free exchange of our products. 
Let 


there be first an entente among the 
Grooco-Latins, then an alliance, later on 
a Mediterranean Zollverein, and lastly a 
confederation or triumphal inauguration 
of tbe United States of the Europe of the 
future,—London Corr. N. Y. World.
